Two rabbits were injected with adenovirus protein in complete Freund's Adjuvant, followed by two injections of adenovirus 
protein in incomplete Freund's Adjuvant.The use of complete or incomplete Freund's Adjuvant is associated with local 
inflammation which can produce pain/distress.

In this research lab's experience with rabbit immunization, Complete Freund's Adjuvant is proven to be the adjuvant of 
choice compared to other adjuvants they have used. It is the best means of obtaining high serum titers of high affinity 
antibodies in the rabbit. It has been shown that the anti-inflammatory effect of most analgesics may suppress the immune 
response (Graham, N.M., Journal of Infectious Diseases, 162(6):1 277-82, 1990, Dec), therefore no pain relief was 
administered.
